AN ACT

Making appropriations for the Departments of Transpor-
tation and Treasury, and independent agencies for the
fiscal year ending September 30, 2005, and for other
purposes.

1 Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representa-
tives of the United States of America in Congress assembled,
That the following sums are appropriated, out of any
money in the Treasury not otherwise appropriated, for the
Departments of Transportation and Treasury and inde-

pendent agencies for the fiscal year ending September 30,
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2005, and for other purposes, namely:
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TITLE I

DEPARTMENT OF TRANSPORTATION
OFFICE OF THE SECRETARY
SALARIES AND EXPENSES

For necessary expenses of the Office of the Sec-
retary, $89,000,000, of which not to exceed $2,219,100
shall be available for the immediate Office of the Sec-
retary; not to exceed $704,500 shall be available for the
immediate Office of the Deputy Secretary; not to exceed
$15,394,300 shall be available for the Office of the Gen-
eral Counsel; not to exceed $12,639,000 shall be available
for the Office of the Under Secretary of Transportation
for Policy; not to exceed $8,572,900 shall be available for
the Office of the Assistant Secretary for Budget and Pro-
orams; not to exceed $2,315,700 shall be available for the
Office of the Assistant Secretary for Governmental Af-
fairs; not to exceed $23,435,700 shall be available for the
Office of the Assistant Secretary for Administration; not
to exceed $1,928,700 shall be available for the Office of
Public Affairs; not to exceed $1,456,000 shall be avail-
able for the Office of the Executive Secretariat; not to ex-
ceed $704,000 shall be available for the Board of Con-
tract Appeals; not to exceed $1,277,200 shall be available
for the Office of Small and Disadvantaged Business Uti-

lization; not to exceed $2,052,900 for the Office of Intel-
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licence and Security; not to exceed $3,300,000 shall be
available for the Office of Emergency Transportation;
and not to exceed $13,000,000 shall be available for the
Office of the Chief Information Officer: Provided, That
the Secretary of Transportation is authorized to transfer
funds appropriated for any office of the Office of the Sec-
retary to any other office of the Office of the Secretary:
Provided further, That no appropriation for any office
shall be increased or decreased by more than 5 percent
by all such transfers: Provided further, That any change
in funding greater than 5 percent shall be submitted for
approval to the House and Senate Committees on Appro-
priations: Provided further, That not to exceed $60,000
shall be for allocation within the Department for official
reception and representation expenses as the Secretary
may determine: Provided further, That notwithstanding
any other provision of law, excluding fees authorized in
Public Law 107-71, there may be credited to this appro-
priation up to $2,500,000 in funds received in user fees:
Provided further, That none of the funds provided in this
Act shall be available for the position of Assistant Sec-
retary for Public Affairs.
OFFICE OF CIVIL: RIGHTS
For necessary expenses of the Office of Civil Rights,

$8,700,000.

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TRANSPORTATION PLANNING, RESEARCII, AND
DEVELOPMENT

For necessary expenses for conducting transpor-
tation planning, research, systems development, develop-
ment activities, and making grants, to remain available
until expended, $10,800,000.

WORKING CAPITAL: FUND

Necessary expenses for operating costs and capital
outlays of the Working Capital Fund, not to exceed
$125,000,000, shall be paid from appropriations made
available to the Department of Transportation: Provided,
That such services shall be provided on a competitive basis
to entities within the Department of Transportation: Pro-
vided further, That the above limitation on operating ex-
penses shall not apply to non-DOT entities: Provided fur-
ther, That no funds appropriated in this Act to an agency
of the Department shall be transferred to the Working
Capital Fund without the approval of the agency modal
administrator: Provided further, That no assessments may
be levied against any program, budget activity, subactivity
or project funded by this Act unless notice of such assess-
ments and the basis therefor are presented to the House
and Senate Committees on Appropriations and are ap-

proved by such Committees.
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MINORITY BUSINESS RESOURCE CENTER PROGRAM

For the cost of guaranteed loans, $500,000, as au-
thorized by 49 U.S.C. 332: Provided, That such costs, in-
cluding the cost of modifying such loans, shall be as de-
fined in section 502 of the Congressional Budget Act of
1974: Provided further, That these funds are available to
subsidize total loan principal, any part of which is to be
ouaranteed, not to exceed $18,367,000. In addition, for
administrative expenses to carry out the guaranteed loan
program, $400,000.

MINORITY BUSINESS OUTREACII

For necessary expenses of Minority Business Re-
source Center outreach activities, $3,000,000, to remain
available until September 30, 2006: Provided, That not-
withstanding 49 U.S.C. 332, these funds may be used for
business opportunities related to any mode of transpor-
tation.

FEDERAL AVIATION ADMINISTRATION
OPERATIONS

For necessary expenses of the Federal Aviation Ad-
ministration, not otherwise provided for, including oper-
ations and research activities related to commercial space
transportation, administrative expenses for research and
development, establishment of air navigation facilities,
the operation (including leasing) and maintenance of air-

craft, subsidizing the cost of aeronautical charts and
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maps sold to the public, lease or purchase of passenger
motor vehicles for replacement only, in addition to
amounts made available by Public Law 108-176,
$7,726,000,000, of which $4,972,000,000 shall be de-
rived from the Airport and Airway Trust Fund, of which
not to exceed $6,160,617,600 shall be available for air
traffic services activities; not to exceed $916,894,000
shall be available for aviation regulation and certification
activities; not to exceed $224,039,000 shall be available
for research and acquisition activities; not to exceed
$11,674,000 shall be available for commercial space
transportation activities; not to exceed $50,624,000 shall
be available for financial services activities; not to exceed
$69,821,600 shall be available for human resources pro-
oram activities; not to exceed $149,569,800 shall be
available for region and center operations and regional
coordination activities; not to exceed $139,302,000 shall
be available for staff offices; and not to exceed
$38,254,000 shall be available for information services:
Provided, That none of the funds in this Act shall be
available for the Federal Aviation Administration to fi-
nalize or implement any regulation that would promul-
cate new aviation user fees not specifically authorized by
law after the date of the enactment of this Act: Provided

Jurther, That there may be credited to this appropriation
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funds received from States, counties, municipalities, for-
eien authorities, other public authorities, and private
sources, for expenses mncurred in the provision of agency
services, including receipts for the maintenance and oper-
ation of air navigation facilities, and for issuance, re-
newal or modification of certificates, including airman,
aircraft, and repair station certificates, or for tests re-
lated thereto, or for processing major repair or alteration
forms: Provided further, That of the funds appropriated
under this heading, not less than $7,000,000 shall be for
the contract tower cost-sharing program: Provided fur-
ther, That funds may be used to enter into a grant agree-
ment with a nonprofit standard-setting organization to
assist in the development of aviation safety standards:
Provided further, That none of the funds in this Act shall
be available for new applicants for the second career
training program: Provided further, That none of the
funds in this Act shall be available for paying premium
pay under 5 U.S.C. 5546(a) to any Federal Aviation Ad-
ministration employee unless such employee actually per-
formed work during the time corresponding to such pre-
mium pay: Provided further, That none of the funds in
this Act may be obligated or expended to operate a
manned auxiliary flight service station in the contiguous

United States: Provided further, That none of the funds
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in this Act for aeronautical charting and cartography are
available for activities conducted by, or coordinated
through, the Working Capital Fund: Provided further,
That of the funds provided wunder this heading,
$4,000,000 is available only for recruitment, personnel
compensation and benefits, and related costs to raise the
level of operational air traffic control supervisors to the
level of 1,846: Provided further, That none of the funds
in this Act may be obligated or expended for an employee
of the Federal Aviation Administration to purchase a
store gift card or gift certificate through use of a Govern-
ment-issued credit card.
FACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT
(AIRPORT AND AIRWAY TRUST FUND)

For necessary expenses, not otherwise provided for,
for acquisition, establishment, technical support services,
improvement by contract or purchase, and hire of air
navigation and experimental facilities and equipment, as
authorized under part A of subtitle VII of title 49,
United States Code, including initial acquisition of nec-
essary sites by lease or grant; engineering and service
testing, including construction of test facilities and acqui-
sition of necessary sites by lease or grant; construction
and furnishing of quarters and related accommodations
for officers and employees of the Federal Aviation Ad-
ministration stationed at remote localities where such ac-

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commodations are not available; and the purchase, lease,
or transfer of aircraft from funds available under this
heading; to be derived from the Airport and Airway
Trust Fund, $2,500,000,000, of which $2,056,300,000
shall remain available until September 30, 2007, and of
which $443,700,000 shall remain available until Sep-
tember 30, 2005: Provided, That there may be credited
to this appropriation funds received from States, coun-
ties, municipalities, other public authorities, and private
sources, for expenses incurred in the establishment and
modernization of air navigation facilities: Provided fur-
ther, That upon initial submission to the Congress of the
fiscal year 2006 President’s budget, the Secretary of
Transportation shall transmit to the Congress a com-
prehensive capital investment plan for the Federal Avia-
tion Administration which includes funding for each
budget line item for fiscal years 2006 through 2010, with
total funding for each year of the plan constrained to the
funding targets for those years as estimated and ap-
proved by the Office of Management and Budget: Pro-
vided further, That of the funds provided under this
heading, not less than $3,000,000 is for contract audit

services provided by the Defense Contract Audit Agency.

RESEARCI, ENGINEERING, AND DEVELOPMENT
(AIRPORT AND AIRWAY TRUST FUND)

For necessary expenses, not otherwise provided for,
for research, engineering, and development, as authorized
under part A of subtitle VII of title 49, United States
Code, including construction of experimental facilities
and acquisition of necessary sites by lease or grant,
$117,000,000, to be derived from the Airport and Airway
Trust Fund and to remain available until September 30,
2007: Provided, That there may be credited to this ap-
propriation funds received from States, counties, munici-
palities, other public authorities, and private sources, for
expenses incurred for research, engineering, and develop-
ment.

GENERAL PROVISIONS—FEDERAL AVIATION
ADMINISTRATION

SEC. 101. Notwithstanding any other provision of
law, airports may transfer, without consideration, to the
Federal Aviation Adminmistration (FAA) instrument land-
ing systems (along with associated approach lighting
equipment and runway visual range equipment) which
conform to FAA design and performance specifications,
the purchase of which was assisted by a Federal airport-
ald program, airport development aid program or airport

improvement program grant: Provided, That, the Federal
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Aviation Administration shall accept such equipment,
which shall thereafter be operated and maintained by
FAA in accordance with agency criteria.

SEC. 102. None of the funds in this Act may be
used to compensate in excess of 375 technical staff-years
under the federally funded research and development cen-
ter contract between the Federal Aviation Administration
and the Center for Advanced Aviation Systems Develop-
ment during fiscal year 2005.

SEC. 103. None of the funds made available in this
Act may be used for engineering work related to an addi-
tional runway at Louis Armstrong New Orleans Inter-
national Airport.

SEC. 104. None of the funds in this Act shall be
used to pursue or adopt guidelines or regulations requir-
ing airport sponsors to provide to the Federal Aviation
Administration without cost building construction, main-
tenance, utilities and expenses, or space in airport spon-
sor-owned buildings for services relating to air traffic
control, air navigation, or weather reporting: Provided,
That the prohibition of funds in this section does not
apply to negotiations between the agency and airport
sponsors to achieve agreement on ‘“‘below-market” rates

for these items or to grant assurances that require air-
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port sponsors to provide land without cost to the FAA for
air traffic control facilities.

SEC. 105. None of the funds appropriated or limited
by this Act may be used to change weight restrictions or
prior permission rules at Teterboro Airport in Teterboro,
New Jersey.

SEC. 106. WAR RISk INSURANCE.—Title 49, United
States Code, is amended:

(a) In section 44302(f) by striking ““August 31, 2004,
and may extend through December 31, 2004,” and insert-
ing in lieu thereof “‘December 31, 2005,

(b) In section 44302(2)(1) by striking “may provide”

and inserting in lieu thereof “‘shall make available”.

(¢) In section 44303(b) by

(1) striking “December 31, 2004 and inserting
in lieu thereof “‘December 31, 2005.”

(2) striking the phrase ‘“‘may extend’” in the
last sentence of the subsection and inserting in lieu
thereof “shall extend”.

FEDERAL HIGITWAY ADMINISTRATION

FEDERAL-AID HIGITWAYS
(LIQUIDATION OF CONTRACT AUTIHORIZATION)
(IIIGITWAY TRUST FUND)
For carrying out the provisions of title 23, United
States Code, that are attributable to Federal-aid high-

ways, including the National Scenic and Recreational
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Highway as authorized by 23 U.S.C. 148, not otherwise
provided, including reimbursement for sums expended
pursuant to the provisions of 23 U.S.C. 308,
$35,000,000,000 or so much thereof as may be available
in and derived from the Highway Trust Fund, to remain
available until expended.

FEDERAL-AID HIGITWAYS

HIGHWAY TRUST FUND

(RESCISSION)

Of the unobligated balances of funds apportioned to
each State under the programs authorized under sections
1101(a)(1), 1101(a)(2), 1101(a)(3), 1101(a)(4), and
1101(a)(5) of Public Law 105-178, as amended,
$386,000,000 are rescinded.

GENERAL PROVISIONS—FEDERAL HIGHWAY

ADMINISTRATION
SEC. 121. (a) For fiscal year 2005, the Secretary of
Transportation shall—

(1) not distribute from the obligation limitation
for Federal-aid Highways amounts authorized for
administrative expenses by section 104(a)(1)(A) and
104(a)(1)(B) of title 23, United States Code, for the
highway use tax evasion program, and for the Bu-
reau of Transportation Statistics;

(2) not distribute an amount from the obliga-
tion limitation for Federal-aid Highways that is

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equal to the unobligated balance of amounts made
available from the Highway Trust Fund (other than
the Mass Transit Account) for Federal-aid highways
and highway safety programs for the previous fiscal
vear the funds for which are allocated by the Sec-
retarys;

(3) determine the ratio that—

(A) the obligation limitation for Federal-
aid Highways less the aggregate of amounts not
distributed under paragraphs (1) and (2), bears
to

(B) the total of the sums authorized to be
appropriated for Federal-aid highways and
highway safety construction programs (other
than sums authorized to be appropriated for
sections set forth in paragraphs (1) through (7)
of subsection (b) and sums authorized to be ap-
propriated for section 105 of title 23, United
States Code, equal to the amount referred to in
subsection (b)(8)) for such fiscal year less the
ageregate of the amounts not distributed under
paragraph (1) of this subsection;

(4) distribute the obligation limitation for Fed-
eral-aid IMighways less the aggregate amounts not

distributed under paragraphs (1) and (2) for section

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201 of the Appalachian Regional Development Act
of 1965, and $2,000,000,000 for such fiscal year
under section 105 of title 23, United States Code
(relating to minimum guarantee) so that the amount
of obligation authority available for each of such sec-
tions 1s equal to the amount determined by multi-
plying the ratio determined under paragraph (3) by
the sums authorized to be appropriated for such sec-
tion (except 1n the case of section 105,
$2,000,000,000) for such fiscal year;

(5) distribute the obligation limitation provided
for Federal-aid IHighways less the aggregate
amounts not distributed under paragraphs (1) and
(2) and amounts distributed under paragraph (4)
for each of the programs that are allocated by the
Secretary under title 23, United States Code (other
than activities to which paragraph (1) applies and
programs to which paragraph (4) applies) by multi-
plying the ratio determined under paragraph (3) by
the sums authorized to be appropriated for such pro-
oram for such fiscal year; and

(6) distribute the obligation limitation provided
for Federal-aid ITichways less the aggregate
amounts not distributed under paragraphs (1) and

(2) and amounts distributed under paragraphs (4)

(b) The obligation limitation for Federal-aid IHigh-
ways shall not apply to obligations: (1) under section 125
of title 23, United States Code; (2) under section 147 of
the Surface Transportation Assistance Act of 1978; (3)
under section 9 of the Federal-Aid Highway Act of 1981;
(4) under sections 131(b) and 131(j) of the Surface
Transportation Assistance Act of 1982; (5) under sections
149(b) and 149(¢) of the Surface Transportation and Uni-
form Relocation Assistance Act of 1987; (6) under sec-

tions 1103 through 1108 of the Intermodal Surface

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Transportation Efficiency Act of 1991; (7) under section
157 of title 23, United States Code, as in effect on the
day before the date of the enactment of the Transpor-
tation Equity Act for the 21st Century; and (8) under sec-
tion 105 of title 23, United States Code (but, only in an
amount equal to $639,000,000 for such fiscal year); and
for Federal-aid highway programs for which obligation au-
thority was made available under the Transportation Eq-
uity Act for the 21st Century or subsequent public laws
for multiple years or to remain available until used, but
only to the extent that such obligation authority has not
lapsed or been used.

(¢) Notwithstanding subsection (a), the Secretary
shall after August 1 for such fiscal year revise a distribu-
tion of the obligation limitation made available under sub-
section (a) if a State will not obligate the amount distrib-
uted during that fiscal year and redistribute sufficient
amounts to those States able to oblicate amounts in addi-
tion to those previously distributed during that fiscal year
oiving priority to those States having large unobligated
balances of funds apportioned under sections 104 and 144
of title 23, United States Code, section 160 (as in effect
on the day before the enactment of the Transportation Eq-
uity Act for the 21st Century) of title 23, United States

Code, and under section 1015 of the Intermodal Surface

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Transportation Efficiency Act of 1991 (105 Stat. 1943—

1945).

(d) The obligation limitation shall apply to transpor-
tation research programs carried out under chapter 5 of
title 23, United States Code, except that obligation au-
thority made available for such programs under such limi-
tation shall remain available for a period of 3 fiscal years.

(e) Not later than 30 days after the date of the dis-
tribution of obligation limitation under subsection (a), the
Secretary shall distribute to the States any funds: (1) that
are authorized to be appropriated for such fiscal year for
Federal-aid highways programs (other than the program
under section 160 of title 23, United States Code) and
for carrying out subchapter I of chapter 311 of title 49,
United States Code, and highway-related programs under
chapter 4 of title 23, United States Code; and (2) that
the Secretary determines will not be allocated to the
States, and will not be available for obligation, in such
fiscal year due to the imposition of any obligation limita-
tion for such fiscal year. Such distribution to the States
shall be made in the same ratio as the distribution of obli-
cation authority under subsection (a)(6). The funds so
distributed shall be available for any purposes described

in section 133(b) of title 23, United States Code.

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(f) Obligation limitation distributed for a fiscal year
under subsection (a)(4) of this section for a section set
forth in subsection (a)(4) shall remain available until used
and shall be in addition to the amount of any limitation
imposed on obligations for Federal-aid highway and high-
way safety construction programs for future fiscal years.

SEC. 122. Notwithstanding 31 U.S.C. 3302, funds
received by the Bureau of Transportation Statisties from
the sale of data products, for necessary expenses incurred
pursuant to 49 U.S.C. 111 may be credited to the Fed-
eral-aid highways account for the purpose of reimbursing
the Bureau for such expenses: Provided, That such funds
shall be subject to the obligation limitation for Kederal-
aid highways and highway safety construction.

SEC. 123. Of the $6,000,000 portion of the funds
appropriated under the heading “Iighway Demonstra-
tion Projects” in title I of Public Law 102-143 (105
Stat. 929) that was allocated for Routes 70/38 Circle
Elimination, NJ, $4,500,000 shall be transferred to, and
made available for, the following projects in the specified
amounts: Mantua Creek Overpass in Paulsboro, N.J,
$2,000,000; Delsea Drive Route 47 Timber Creek in
Westville, NJ, $787,000; Camden Northern End Parking
Garage in Camden, NJ, $1,213,000; and Route 47 Chap-
el Heights Avenue in Gloucester, NJ, $500,000.

SEC. 124. None of the funds made available in this
Act may be used to require a State or local government
to post a traffic control device or variable message sign,
or any other type of traffic warning sign, in a language
other than English, except with respect to the names of
cities, streets, places, events, or signs related to an inter-
national border.

FEDERAL MOTOR CARRIER SAFETY ADMINISTRATION

MOTOR CARRIER SAFETY

GENERAL PROVISIONS—FEDERAL MOTOR CARRIER
SAFETY ADMINISTRATION

SEC. 141. Funds appropriated or limited in this Act
shall be subject to the terms and conditions stipulated in
section 350 of Public Law 107-87, including that the
Secretary submit a report to the House and Senate Ap-
propriations Committees annually on the safety and secu-
rity of transportation into the United States by Mexico-
domiciled motor carriers.

SEC. 142. No funds appropriated or otherwise made
available by this Act may be used to implement or en-
force any provisions of the Final Rule, issued on April
16, 2003 (Docket No. FMCSA-97-2350), with respect to
the operators of utility service vehicles, as that term is
defined in section 395.2 of title 49, Code of Federal Reg-

ulations.

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GENERAL PROVISIONS—NATIONAL HIGHWAY TRAFFIC

SAFETY ADMINISTRATION
SEC. 151. Funds appropriated or limited in this Act
to educate the motoring public on how to share the road
safely with commercial motor vehicles shall be jointly ad-
ministered and implemented by the National Highway
Traffic Safety Administration and the Federal Motor
Carrier Safety Administration.

FEDERAL RAILROAD ADMINISTRATION
PENNSYLVANIA STATION REDEVELOPMENT PROJECT
(TRANSFER OF FUNDS)

Of the unobligated balances of funds made available
in section 232 of appendix E of Public Law 106-113,
$39,827,000 are hereby transferred to and merged with
funds for the Federal Transit Administration, Capital In-
vestment Grants, for the purposes of constructing the New
York Long Island Rail Road East Side Access (Exten-

sion).

GENERAL PROVISIONS—FEDERAL RAILROAD
ADMINISTRATION

SEC. 161. Notwithstanding any provisions of this or
any other Act, during the fiscal year ending September
30, 2005, and hereafter, the Federal Railroad Administra-
tion may use funds appropriated by this or any other Act
to provide for the installation of a broadband high speed
internet service connection, including necessary equip-

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ment, for Federal Railroad Administration employees, and
to either pay directly recurring monthly charges or to re-
imburse a percentage of such monthly charges which are
paid by such inspectors: Provided, That the Federal Rail-
road Administration certifies that adequate safeguards
against private misuse exist, and that the service is nec-
essary for direct support of the agency’s mission.
FEDERAL TRANSIT ADMINISTRATION
GENERAL SERVICES ADMINISTRATION
REAL PROPERTY ACTIVITIES
FEDERAL BUILDINGS FUND
For an additional amount to be deposited in, and to
be used for the purposes of, the Fund established pursu-
ant to section 210(f) of the Federal Property and Admin-
istrative Services Act of 1949, as amended (40 U.S.C.
592), $1,775,261,000.

GENERAL PROVISIONS—FEDERAL TRANSIT

ADMINISTRATION

SEC. 171. The limitations on obligations for the pro-
erams of the Federal Transit Administration shall not
apply to any authority under 49 U.S.C. 5338, previously
made available for obligation, or to any other authority
previously made available for obligation.

SEC. 172. Notwithstanding any other provision of
law, and except for fixed guideway wmodernization
projects, funds made available by this Act under “Fed-
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eral Transit Administration, Capital investment grants”
for projects specified in this Act or identified in reports
accompanying this Act not obligated by September 30,
2007, and other recoveries, shall be made available for
other projects under 49 U.S.C. 5309.

SEC. 173. Notwithstanding any other provision of
law, any funds appropriated before October 1, 2004,
under any section of chapter 53 of title 49, United States
Code, that remain available for expenditure may be
transferred to and administered under the most recent
appropriation heading for any such section.

SEC. 174. None of the funds in this Act shall be
available to any Federal transit grantee after February
1, 2004, involved directly or indirectly, in any activity
that promotes the legalization or medical use of any sub-
stance listed in schedule I of section 202 of the Con-
trolled Substances Act (21 U.S.C. 812 et seq.).

SEC. 175. From unobligated balances in the Federal
Transit Administration’s Disceretionary Grants account,
not to exceed $72,792,311 shall be transferred as follows:

account, not to exceed $42,190,828; and to the Interstate
Transfer Grants—Transit account, not to exceed
$30,601,483: Provided, That these unobligated balances

are used, together with Formula Grant funds that are

SAINT LAWRENCE SEAWAY DEVELOPMENT
CORPORATION

The Saint Lawrence Seaway Development Corpora-
tion 1is hereby authorized to make such expenditures,
within the limits of funds and borrowing authority avail-
able to the Corporation, and in accord with law, and to
make such contracts and commitments without regard to
fiscal year limitations as provided by section 104 of the
Government Corporation Control Act, as amended, as
may be necessary in carrying out the programs set forth
in the Corporation’s budget for the current fiscal year.

For necessary expenses of operations and training
activities authorized by law, $106,400,000, of which
$23,753,000 shall remain available until September 30,
2005, for salaries and benefits of employees of the United
States Merchant Marine Academy; of which $13,138,000
shall remain available until expended for capital improve-
ments at the United States Merchant Marine Academys;
and of which $8,090,000 shall remain available until ex-
pended for the State Maritime Schools Schoolship Main-
tenance and Repair.

For necessary expenses related to the disposal of ob-
solete vessels in the National Defense Reserve Fleet of
the Maritime Administration, $19,116,000, to remain

available until expended.

SHIP CONSTRUCTION
(RESCISSION)

Of the unobligated balances available under this

heading, $1,979,000 are rescinded.

GENERAL PROVISIONS—MARITIME ADMINISTRATION

SEC. 185. Notwithstanding any other provision of
this Act, the Maritime Administration is authorized to
furnish utilities and services and make necessary repairs
In connection with any lease, contract, or occupancy in-
volving Government property under control of the Mari-

For expenses necessary to discharge the functions of
the Research and Special Programs Administration,
$46,790,000, of which $645,000 shall be derived from
the Pipeline Safety Fund, and of which $3,025,000 shall
remain available until September 30, 2007: Provided,
That up to $1,200,000 in fees collected under 49 U.S.C.
5108(g) shall be deposited in the general fund of the
Treasury as offsetting receipts: Provided further, That
there may be credited to this appropriation, to be avail-
able until expended, funds received from States, counties,
municipalities, other public authorities, and private
sources for expenses incurred for training, for reports
publication and dissemination, and for travel expenses in-

For necessary expenses of the Office of Inspector
General to carry out the provisions of the Inspector Gen-
eral Act of 1978, as amended, $58,000,000: Provided,
That the Inspector General shall have all necessary au-
thority, in carrying out the duties specified in the Inspec-
tor General Act, as amended (5 U.S.C. App. 3) to inves-
tigate allegations of fraud, including false statements to
the government (18 U.S.C. 1001), by any person or enti-
ty that is subject to regulation by the Department: Pro-
vided further, That the funds made available under this
heading shall be used to investigate, pursuant to section
41712 of title 49, United States Code: (1) unfair or de-
ceptive practices and unfair methods of competition by
domestic and foreign air carriers and ticket agents; and
(2) the compliance of domestic and foreign air carriers
with respect to item (1) of this proviso.

SEC. 191. None of the funds in this Act shall be
used to implement section 404 of title 23, United States
Code.

SEC. 192. (a) No recipient of funds made available
in this Act shall disseminate personal information (as de-
fined in 18 U.S.C. 2725(3)) obtained by a State depart-
ment of motor vehicles in connection with a motor vehicle

record as defined in 18 U.S.C. 2725(1), except as pro-
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vided in 18 U.S.C. 2721 for a use permitted under 18
U.S.C. 2721.

(b) Notwithstanding subsection (a), the Secretary
shall not withhold funds provided in this Act for any
orantee if a State is in noncompliance with this provision.

SEC. 193. Funds received by the Federal Highway
Administration, Federal Transit Administration, and
Federal Railroad Administration from States, counties,
municipalities, other public authorities, and private
sources for expenses incurred for training may be cred-
ited respectively to the Federal Highway Administration’s
“Federal-Aid Highways” account, the Federal Transit
Administration’s “Transit Planning and Research” ac-
count, and to the FKederal Railroad Administration’s
“Safety and Operations” account, except for State rail
safety inspectors participating in training pursuant to 49
U.S.C. 20105.

SEC. 194. Notwithstanding any other provisions of
law, rule or regulation, the Secretary of Transportation
is authorized to allow the issuer of any preferred stock
heretofore sold to the Department to redeem or repur-
chase such stock upon the payment to the Department of
an amount determined by the Secretary.

SEC. 195. None of the funds in title I of this Act

may be used to make a grant unless the Secretary of

strengthened enforcement activities, and enhanced re-

ADMINISTRATIVE PROVISIONS—DEPARTMENT OF THE

SEC. 201. Not to exceed 5 percent of any appropria-
tion made available in this Act to the Internal Revenue
Service may be transferred to any other Internal Revenue
Service appropriation upon the advance approval of the
Committees on Appropriations.

SEC. 204. Funds made available by this or any other
Act to the Internal Revenue service shall be available for
improved facilities and manpower to provide sufficient and
effective 1-800 help line service for taxpayers. The Com-
missioner shall continue to make the improvement of the
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Internal Revenue Service 1-800 help line service a priority
and allocate resources necessary to increase phone lines
and staff to improve the Internal Revenue Service 1-800
help line service.

SEC. 205. Appropriations to the Department of the
Treasury in this Act shall be available for uniforms or al-
lowances therefor, as authorized by law (5 U.S.C. 5901),
including maintenance, repairs, and cleaning; purchase of
msurance for official motor vehicles operated in foreign
countries; purchase of motor vehicles without regard to
the general purchase price limitations for vehicles pur-
chased and used overseas for the current fiscal year; en-
tering into contracts with the Department of State for
the furnishing of health and medical services to employ-
ees and their dependents serving in foreign countries; and
services authorized by 5 U.S.C. 3109.

SEC. 206. Not to exceed 2 percent of any appropria-
tions in this Act made available to the Departmental Of-
fices—Salaries and Expenses, Office of Inspector Gen-
eral, Financial Management Service, Alcohol and Tobacco
Tax and Trade Bureau, Financial Crimes Enforcement
Network, and Bureau of the Public Debt, may be trans-
ferred between such appropriations upon the advance ap-

proval of the Committees on Appropriations: Provided,
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That no transfer may increase or decrease any such ap-
propriation by more than 2 percent.

SEC. 207. Not to exceed 2 percent of any appropria-
tion made available in this Act to the Internal Revenue
Service may be transferred to the Treasury Inspector
General for Tax Administration’s appropriation upon the
advance approval of the Committees on Appropriations:
Provided, That no transfer may increase or decrease any
such appropriation by more than 2 percent.

SEC. 208. Of the funds available for the purchase of
law enforcement vehicles, no funds may be obligated until
the Secretary of the Treasury certifies that the purchase
by the respective Treasury bureau is consistent with De-
partmental vehicle management principles: Provided,
That the Secretary may delegate this authority to the As-
sistant Secretary for Management.

SEC. 209. None of the funds appropriated in this
Act or otherwise available to the Department of the
Treasury or the Bureau of Engraving and Printing may
be used to redesign the $1 Federal Reserve note.

SEC. 210. The Secretary of the Treasury may trans-
fer funds from “Financial management service, salaries
and expenses” to ‘“‘Debt services” as necessary to cover
the costs of debt collection: Provided, That such amounts

shall be reimbursed to such salaries and expenses account
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from debt collections received in the Debt Services Ac-
count.

SEC. 212, The Treasury Department Appropriations

SEC. 213. (a) Section 3333 of title 31, United States

“(A) a check, draft, or warrant drawn on the

United States Mint without the explicit approval of the
House Committee on Financial Services; the Senate Com-

Committee on Appropriations.

For the care, maintenance, repair and alteration, re-
furnishing, improvement, heating, and lighting, including
electric power and fixtures, of the Executive Residence at
the White House and official entertainment expenses of
the President, $12,760,000, to be expended and accounted
for as provided by 3 U.S.C. 105, 109, 110, and 112-114.

REIMBURSABLE EXPENSES

For the reimbursable expenses of the Executive Res-
idence at the White House, such sums as may be nec-
essary: Provided, That all reimbursable operating ex-
penses of the Executive Residence shall be made in ac-
cordance with the provisions of this paragraph: Provided
Sfurther, That, notwithstanding any other provision of law,
such amount for reimbursable operating expenses shall be
the exclusive authority of the KExecutive Residence to
incur obligations and to receive offsetting collections, for
such expenses: Provided further, That the Executive Resi-
dence shall require each person sponsoring a reimburs-

able political event to pay in advance an amount equal
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to the estimated cost of the event, and all such advance
payments shall be credited to this account and remain
available until expended: Provided further, That the Exec-
utive Residence shall require the national committee of
the political party of the President to maintain on deposit
$25,000, to be separately accounted for and available for
expenses relating to reimbursable political events spon-
sored by such committee during such fiscal year: Pro-
vided further, That the Executive Residence shall ensure
that a written notice of any amount owed for a reimburs-
able operating expense under this paragraph is submitted
to the person owing such amount within 60 days after
such expense is incurred, and that such amount is col-
lected within 30 days after the submission of such notice:
Provided further, That the KExecutive Residence shall
charge interest and assess penalties and other charges on
any such amount that is not reimbursed within such 30
days, in accordance with the interest and penalty provi-
sions applicable to an outstanding debt on a United
States Government claim under section 3717 of title 31,
United States Code: Provided further, That each such
amount that is reimbursed, and any accompanying inter-
est and charges, shall be deposited in the Treasury as
miscellaneous receipts: Provided further, That the Execu-

tive Residence shall prepare and submit to the Commit-
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tees on Appropriations, by not later than 90 days after
the end of the fiscal year covered by this Act, a report
setting forth the reimbursable operating expenses of the
Executive Residence during the preceding fiscal year, in-
cluding the total amount of such expenses, the amount of
such total that consists of reimbursable official and cere-
monial events, the amount of such total that consists of
reimbursable political events, and the portion of each
such amount that has been reimbursed as of the date of
the report: Provided further, That the Executive Resi-
dence shall maintain a system for the tracking of ex-
penses related to reimbursable events within the Execu-
tive Residence that includes a standard for the classifica-
tion of any such expense as political or nonpolitical: Pro-
vided further, That no provision of this paragraph may be
construed to exempt the Executive Residence from any
other applicable requirement of subchapter I or II of
chapter 37 of title 31, United States Code.
